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THX following Letter has been received from the 
Rev. Mr. Dake, Rector of the Pariſh of St. 
Thomas in that Iſland, 


Rev. Sir, 


YOUR Letter 1s juſt come to Hand; and as 
ſome Ships will in a Day or two fail for London, it 
may give you and the Azs0claTEs ſome Satisfaction 
to know, that it is my Intention to carry their Scheme 
concerning a Charity-School for the Inſtructhon of 
Slaves into immediate Execution, I have Hubliſhed 
among my Pariſhioners this benevolent Deſign, and 
have endeayoured to give them a proper Senſe 
thereof; by informing them, that a religious Society 
in England for the Converſion of our Negroes, have 
requeſted me to inſtitute a proper School in St. Tho- 
mas's to teach Negro Children to read; that, by 
ſuch Inſtruction, and having good Books ſent over 
to them, they may know the Doctrines and Prinei- 
ples of our holy Religion, and be trained up in the 
Faith and Fear of God. The Sum allowed by this 
beneficent Society may pay for Twenty-five young 
Learners; and as I have engaged to ſuperintend the 
Youth, and to ſee the laudable Deſign of the Society 
properly executed, before any Scholar can be re- 
ceived, the Owner of ſuch young Slave mult be un- 
der the following Terms, v:z. 

A 4 Firſt, 
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Firſt, That the Slave to be put to School, be bap- 


tized; or if he or the be already chriſtened, 
that a Certificate be produced from the Re- 
giſter- Book of the Pariſh-of ſuch Baptiſm, 


Secondly, That ſuch Slave conſtantly attend Divine 


Service at the Pariſh Church; or it at too 
» great a Diſtance, at my Houſe, on Sunday 
Mornmgs, where Family Devotion and Prayers 
are uſed by ſuch of my Family as ſtay at 
Home, through ſome Impediment preventing 
them from going to a Church in the Country. 

Thirdly, That once in a Month every ſuch young 
Slave be brought on a Sunday to me to be 
catechized and examined in his or her Learn- 

Ing, either at Church, or at my Houſe. 
en That once in every Quarter I may viſit on 
a School-Day the. different Schools where the 


Scholars are placed, when I expect the dif- 


ferent Tutors and Miſtreſſes to give an exact 
Account of the Regularity of Attendance of 
ſuch Scholars, and to note the Days of Ab- 
ſence from School during that Quarter, and 
what Pleas of Abſence have been aſſigned. 


Theſe Rules ſuggeſt themſelves at preſent ; I ſhall 
once in the Year fend you particular Accounts of 
theſe Schools, and write for ſuch Books as the Ass0- 
CcIATES may think proper to ſend over. In the 
Country, where the Young are diſperſed through 
different Parts, a particular Seminary cannot be elta- 
bliſhed, but at a vaſt Expence for Diet and Lodging. 
In my Pariſh there are ſeveral deep Gullics, to elcape 
travelling through which there is a Circuity of Paths, 
which occaſions Diſtance to any central Place; ſo 
that as Schools are interſperſed through various Parts 
of this Pariſh, I muſt fix the young Slaves among 
thoſe beſt ſulted for err Attendance. * 

In 
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In my lait Letter, I informed you that I ſhould 
begin my Sermons to the Negroes in a Fortnight ; 
and told you my long Illneſs was the Cauſe of my 
not preaching to them before. I ſent you the Heads 
or Subjects of each Lecture I mean to deliver. Laſt 
Sunday I announced from my Pulpit my Deſign of 
beginning my Exhortations to the Negroes, 'To-mor- 
row Afternoon at Three Clock, the Time the 
Slaves can moſt conveniently attend me. I ſhalt 
read the Evening Prayer previouſly to my Exhorta- 
tion, and have ſpoken to a Slave, who has a good 
Voice, and can mclodiouſſy fing Pſalms, to attend as 
my Clerk, and ſing the Pſalm I ſhall give out. I 
ſhall ſcle& ſome of the beſt and molt devout of the 
Negroes, whom I thall obſerve at my Lectures, and 
invite them to come to my Houle, on the Sundays I 
do not preach to the Negroes, to be privately in- 
ſtructed, and prepared for Baptiſm. Two Sundays 


in the Month I ſhall preach to them. I beg my belt 


Regards to the worthy Ass0c1aTks; they may be 
aſſurcd of my Attention to their Wiſhes, and Readi- 
neſs to carry into Effect whatever they thall enjoin.

The following is Mr. Duke's Addreſs to his Pa- 
rifhioners, and Heads of his Lectures to the Negroes. 


The impreſſing upon the Minds of our Slaves of 
any of the Principles of Chriſtianity, in Language 


adapted to their Capacities, and the inculcating of 
the Duties of Fidelity and Obedience to their reſpect- 


ive Owners, is a Work worthy of Attempt, although 
Succeſs may not attend the Pains of either Miniſter 


or Layman, heartily diſpoſed to promote the ſpiritual 


Advantage of his Fellow-Creatures. 
An enthuſiaſtic Zea] for Religion has not operated 


on my Mind, fo far as to incline me to believe it will 
be in my Power to convert all the Negroes of my 


Pariſh ; 
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Pariſh; it is my Duty to try, notwithſtanding, how 
far divine Grace may aſſiſt my Labours ; and, how- 
ever ſupernatural Operations may be the kidicule of 
ſome, my Mind has ever been warmed and invigo- 
rated with a firm Belief, that there is an inſtigating 
Power directing us to worthy and laudable Acts, and 


incouraging and ſupporting us while we are engaged 


en our Duty, I have never ſuppoſed the Almighty 
engaged to work Miracles, even where there are 
Grounds for a Perſuaſion that ſtupendous Acts will 
be productive of a general Good. His Creature Man 
is left to purſue the Dictates of his own Reaſon, and 
that Liberty of Action which conſtitutes him à free 
Agent. I entertain no preſumptuous Confidence of 
producing any Effects on the Minds of others, any 
further than as he in his Wifdon ſhall think fit to 
impart his divine Influence. Thus diſcarding Vanity 
as iny Object, and Enthuſiaſm as my leading Motive, 
I fignify to my Pariſhioners the Reaſon of my under- 
taking to inſtruct the Negroes of my Pariſh on one 
or two Sundays in the Month in my Pariſh Church. 
The religious Societies in England have recommended 
warmly the Converſion of our Negroes; and one of 
theſe pious Inſtitutions by the Pen of its Secretary, 
has urged this Attempt upon the Clergy. My re- 
vesend Brethren have often tried what could be done 
to their Slaves to ctvilize and amend them, and per- 
haps have found this Proverb too literally verified, 
that the #thiopien can neither change his Skin, nor 
alter his Way of Lite. But as the End of Preaching 
and Exhortation is to bring about a Reformation of Life, 
and not to be canhidered as a mere Adherence to the 
<ultomary Forms preſcribed to the Clergy by their 


Robrick, or Ordinary, and expected by their Flock 


in the Way of Office, it may not be improper to try, 
whether fome Inſtructions in the eaſy, familiar Way 
of Exhortation, may not ſucceed with our Slaves 
who have the leaſt Ingenuity or Docility ; and if not 
; 5 produce 
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produce many, yet may rides a few Converts to 
Chriſtianity.. This Trial Jam diſpoſed to make, de- 
pending for Succeſs in ſuch my well meant E ndea- 
vours; not upon my own Skill, but upon his Aid 
who diſpoſcth the Ear to attend to, and the Mind to 
receive Inſtruction. My Plan I wilt readily commu- 
nicate to the Public, by which every one will per- 
ceive that I mean to overthrow, if I can, ſome perni- 
cious Principles and Tenets in our Slaves, that make 
them ſo much the Dupes of Superſtition, and often 
deſtroy that Intereſt their reſpective Owners have in 
their Labour and Service. My Exhortations I ſhall 
digeſt into ſome Method, and deliver in as caly a 
Manner as I can, that I may avoid every Thing that 
has the Appearance of Cant and Rhapſody, , and lead 


on my black Hearers by Degrees to the Knowledge 


of Chriſtianity, and the Duties they ought to practiſe. 
L have ſtated ior myſelf the Heads of each Lecture, 
and now ſubmit to the Public the Subject of each 
Diſcourſe which I mean to treat upon.

On 
Sunday next in the Afternoon I mean to begin my 
Courle of Lectures to. the Blacks, and others who 
ſhall think it worth their while to attend at my 
Church; and will then declare on what Sunday Af— 
ternoon TI ſhall again attend. My Pariſhioners will 
kindly favour and promote a Deſign, which in the 
End I hope will prove of fome Utility to them, if 
their Slaves can by ſuch Exhortations be amended i in 
their Morals and Practices.
